and 
spoke 
strongly 
against 
polygamous 
marriages 
which it was rumored 
had 
been 
surreptitiously 
per- 
formed

during the last few years 
The 
Mormon 
church 
has its 
seat in Utah though its members 
are scattered in colonies through 
the world to the number of some 
400000 
The church is ruled by 
council but Smith was its 
nom- 
inal 


¬ 
head 
and laid claim to the 
authority of the original Mormon 
prophet Joseph Smith 
his uncle 
This claim was disputed by sev 
eral 
apostate 
organizations 
in- 
cluding 


¬ 
the Missouri 
branch at 
the head of which was Joserjh 
Smith 
son of the prophet 
who 
Hipd in 1C114 
Joseph Fielding Smith directed 
vast business enterprises in con 
nection with his administration 
of church affairs 
Smiths 
private 
fortune 
was 
also reputed to be large 
Aside from his religious activi ¬ 
ties Smith 
was several times a 
member of the Utah state legis- 
lature 


¬ 
and of the city council of 
Salt Lake City 
In 1874 he was sent to England 
as a missionary and was so active 
with 
the 
Mormon 
propaganda 
that his work attracted wide at- 
tention

On Smiths return from Europe 
he became 
second 
counselor 
to 
John Taylor 
then 
president of 
the church 
He 
held 
a similar 
office 
under 
Wilford- - Woodruff 
and 
Lorenzo 
Snow 
subsequent 
presidents 
In 1901 Smith was 
chosen president of the church 
after the 
death 
of 
President 
Snow 
He was president of Brigham 
Young 
University 
at 
Provo 
Utah 
and 
also 
of 
Brigham 
Young College and lesser educa- 
tional

institutions 
He was pres- 
ident 


¬ 
of a national bank director 
of the Union Pacific Railroad and 
head of at least three industrial 
corporations 
In 1918 President 
Smith had 
five living wives 
although 
he 
had been married six times 
Of 
his 
43 children 
30 were living 
and he had 91 grandchildren

It had been publicly stated that 
several members of some of our 
Mexican families in the northern 
part of town had died from

fluenza

that families were suffering from

ceiving medical attention though 
our doctors

and night and doing all they can 
physically to relieve the sick 
The question of an emergency

The doctors of the valley have

There are probably 
over 
100 
cases of influenza in the valley 
many of them of light form and 
chances of recovery excellent if 
their doctors advice is followed
